Frem time to time I see in the Gan- 
ada papers, (and in the Ravrew of 
August, Ist) statements regarding this 
territory and its crops, ete. The ques- 
tion has been repeatealy asked: What 
is the cause of the crop failure throaugh- 
out Dakota? And most of the papers 
(as they appear to be an authority) as- 
sign the reason exclusively to drought. 

Now I do not speak contradietingly 
regarding the report on the part of 
North Dakota, but in the southern part 
of the territory, it cannot be received'as 
correct. Then the question is preeented 
again, Why then the poor cropa? I 
answer, there are three reasons: Tat, 
The destruction of their needed fertilizer, 
straw and manure, by fire. 2nd. A 
desire to cultivate more land than can 
posstbly be worked. 3rd. Eacompet- 
ency on the farmers part in a majority 
of cases. 

When this country was boomed five 
or six years ago, it was said how the 
farmers would draw the straw away from 
the machine and burn it, as also they 
did with their barnyard manure, forget- 
ting the fact that the land muet immed- 
iately be run out by a suecession of 
wheat crops. So this disasterous habit 


-has been practised invariably until the 


present time, and now when too late 
they wake up to see the extreme un- 
reasonableness of their theory. 

A second reason that can be attribut- 
“ is the attempt to Sadi more land 
than practicable. e land grant being 
not less than 160 acres, and Pte 
tion laws being all in favor of the farmer, 
it is not an uncommon thing to see one 
man undertaking the task of:cultivating 
320 acres with the help of one or two 
hired men, and as a natural e¢ uenc 
the whole is not half done.

Now Ido not cast a slur on 
the farming fraternity when I speak 


sents itself what is to be done? What 
can be done? Let the surroundings 
prove the statement. When I say in- 
competency I mean in a two-fold sense, 
as before mentioned the shameful de- 
struction of fertilizer has left the major- | 
ity without three loads of such on the 
farm, and then they too frequently over- 
estimated the productive qualities of the 
soil. When beginning to break soil, 
three, four, and five years ago, they 
turned over not more than three inches 
in depth, an: to-day one can walk over 
many farms and find that the plow has 
never goné an inch below first breaking, 
and as a result the land is quite incap- | 
able of producing even a half crop, and | 
| under these cjeumstances the soil de- | 
| mands better treatment and time to re- | 
| cuperate. There has been a lack of rain 
| in localities, but it can not be said to be 
| prevalent. Dakota certainly has its 
| drawbacks as well as Canada and all 
other countries, but the man who 
systematizes his work is bound to suc- 
ceed even though he may fail in a crop 
or two.

Treatment of Cancer. 


The following may be interesting, 
owing to the growing prevelance of this 


| dangerous disease :—There appears to 


prevail among the laity a belief that the 
cure of cancer is seldom effected by the 
use of the knife, and that, when it is 
used, the disease is quite certain to re- 
appear. At the recent congress of Ger- 
man surgeons a number of them told of 
the after results of operations for the 
removal of cancers from the tongue and 
throat. In one instance the whole 
tongue was removed from a paient 
twenty years ago, and the cancer never 
returned Another patient first had 
the left side of his tongue removed,and, 
as the disease reappeared, he was again 
operated upon and the other side taken 
out. That was between five and six 
years ago, and yet since that time he 
has remained perfectly well. Professor 
Kuster, of Berlin, presented a case of 
carcinoma of the tongue upom which he 
operated ten years ago, and which has 
not returned since. Professor Von 
Bergmann exhibited two pasients ; one 
Was acase operated upon two years 
previously, and the other four years be- 
disease has not returned.” As 
for carcinoma of the throat, several 
patients were presented who had had 
the entire larynx removed, and now, 


_ several years after the operation, there 


had been no signs of a recurrence of 
the disease.
